Welcome  to  our  NUMISMATIC  COMMENTARY  and  MAIL  AUCTION  SALE  No.  94.  In  addition  to  the 
general  run  of  coins,  medals,  and  banknotes  of  the  world,  this  auction  includes  the  Norberto  Muenzer  Collection  of  the  silver  coins 
of  Colonial  Potosi  and  Republican  Bolivia.  We  have  always  liked  this  series,  so  replete  with  varieties  and  errors,  but  we  must  confess 
that  we  grow  a bit  tired  of  touting  it.  It  becomes  a matter  of  preaching  to  the  already  converted.  With  all  of  its  design  and  weight 
changes  the  Bolivian  series  is  a feast  for  the  collector.  In  addition,  most  of  the  coins  from  the  first  half  century  of  independence 
feature  a bust  of  Simon  Bolivar,  hero  in  many  nations.  One  of  the  most  charming  aspects  of  Bolivian  coinage  is  the  frequent  occur- 
rence of  spelling  errors  in  the  legends.  The  persistent  use  of  die  cutters  who  were  both  illiterate  and  just  plain  poorly  trained  gave 
rise  to  these  embarrassing  mistakes.  Many  of  them  are  truly  rare.  For  others  of  the  mistakes,  it  is  a matter  of  knowing  what  to 
look  for,  and  the  collector  may  be  able  to  find  his  own  error  piece  in  a dealer's  junk-box.  With  these  varieties  Bolivia  has  one  of 
the  very  few  modern  coinage  series  where  one  may  reasonably  expect  to  still  find  previously  unknown  coins  while  sorting  through 
large  lots.  This  probably  won't  be  the  last  time  that  we  attempt  to  arouse  some  additional  interest  in  Bolivia;  more  collections  are 
in  the  wings  in  that  nation,  awaiting  a time  when  market  conditions  for  the  series  may  improve  somewhat.  Time  will  tell. 

Shortly  after  this  sale  we  will,  once  again,  have  a table  at  the  New  York  International  Numismatic  Convention 
in  December.  We  invite  our  clients  to  stop  by.
